“CITY GARDENING” 
BY REV. KNOWLES 


Able Article From His Pen 


Gardening in the City of 


The Pines 


on

Has Attained Here and 


Elsewhere 


For three year*, as a recreation, es 
well ad a matter of economy, 
I have 
gardened on a 
Brainerd city lot. 
I ho 
lot is fifty by eighteen foot. 
A b o u t one 
half is .shadowed by building, and the 
whole is shut in by fences, so th at it is 
late in its release from the winter s frost 
and does not get more than two-thirds 
of tho day's sunlight, at any time. This 
has its advantages and disadvantages. 
It lacks both sun and breeze for many 
plants, while some enjoy the protection 
and shade. 
I mention these 
facts to 
show the need of adaption of culture to 
conditions. 
I 
can grow tho best of 
cauliflowers or cabbages on this plot at 
the shadiest end in the early summer, 
and finest of celery in the latter part of 
tho season. 
But 
my tomatoes 
and 
melons lack air and heat. 
So that even 
at the upper end of the lot I cannot do 
as well with these as others could whose 
lots are open to the wind 
and sun. 
Nevertheless all gardens should have 
protection from the ground sweep of 
tho wind. 
This, if possible. 
Plants, 
tine plants, no more enjoy drafts than 
do folks. 
I except the folks whose 
cranky minds see no difference between 
the outdoor breezes and those which 
pour in on unfortunate victims of their 
insanity and obstinacy, through doors, 
windows and especially car windows. 
You can kill plants with tuberculosis as 
well as animals and folks. 
When I came to Brainerd I was told 
that to ripen tomatoes till quite late in 
the fall was an impossibility. 
I confess 
I have found it impossible to ripen them 
by two weeks as soon as 
I have been 
able to in latitudes fully as far north as 
this. 
There are too many northeast 
winds here in the spring for early fruit, 
unless one has plenty of grass protec­ 
tion. 
For two years I 
had only the 
window box. and later a window sash 
for my early culture of tomatoes, cauli 
flowers and other vegetables such as 
peppers, cucumbers, melons and egg 
plants. 
This year I put down a hot 
bed, and six market sash to help me get 
in the race early. 
For two years I have 
had early cauliflowers and cabbage, 
peas, lettuce anti radishes fora fir.-t 
crop 
the best quality, and were all off the J 
ground by tim last of June. A few weak 
plants would linger on to tho second 
week of July, but practically tho crop, 
was cleared by July first. 
About this 
time my tomatoes 
were coloring, but 
not ripe as they should be, for hitherto 
elsewhere in the state, I have picked my 
first ripe tomatoes, as a rule, by that 
time. 
On the ground where tho first 
crop had been I have raised the second 
crop of celery. By September the celery 
has been large enough for the table. 
This year I had 
for my second crop 
parsley, 
celery and 
cuembers. 
And 
I am now growing in trenches for I>1 'neb 
inc, the winter celery where the early to­ 
matoes were, 
My crop this year in this 
small piece of ground was as follows: 


48 
fine 
cauliflowers,— Burpoes 
dry 
weather plants. 
One hundred lettuce 
and about two hundred radishes. Three 
double rows 1*5 feet of early table peas. 
Five hills of cucumbers. 
Fifty hills of 
tomatoes. 
The 
early ones were ail 
picked by tho last of September 
all 
ripened, no green ones. 
Three hundred 
head of celery 
half for fall eating, and 
half for winter storage. 
Have celery 
now three feet long, and, some weigh 
ing at I ast four pounds to the h®ad. 
Sixty nutmeg melons, and this garden 
flanked by a border *20 feet long of sweet 
peas that framed 
and made the whole 
fragrant and beautiful. 
There is also, 
two 
large roots of rhubarb, 
having 
stalks three 
feet long, 
three inches 
round and leaves from six to eight feet 
in circumference. 
A root of horse rad 
ish, and a piece of ground six by six­ 
teen planted to asparagus.

wrecking of a Rock Island passenger 
J train three miles from Dover, Okla., 
and 
at. 8:30 o’clock a. rn. 
The engine, 
tender, baggage 
and 
mail cars, smoker and day coach of 
passenger train No. 12, northbound, 
left the high bridge 
that spans the 
Cimarron river and plunged into the 
current flanked by treacherous quick­ 
sands. 
The 
locomotive 
disappeared 
from sight almost immediately. 
The 
mail and baggage cleiks escaped from 
their coaches and swam to the shore. 
The accident was due to the defec­ 
tive condition of the bridge, which was 
swerved oui of line by the pressure of 
drift wood carried down by the swol­ 
len stream. 
The train was an flour late and was 
running 
at high speed 
to make 
up 
time. 
The engine driver did not see 
the condition of the bridge until lie 
was within a few feet, when it was too 
late to stop. 
He shouted to his fire­ 
man, threw 
on the 
air brakes 
and 
jumped. 
He landed on the very verge 
of the river bank and escaped unhurt. 
The fireman was less 
fortunate and 
sustained severe injuries. 
When Hie engine struck the bridge 
the 
whole 
structure suddenly 
col­ 
lapsed. 
precipitating

engine, 
smoker and day coach into the water. 
T he two 
heavy Pullmans

pulled in, but remained on the track.
